Newport News, osteusibly for Marseil
les, The Swedish  Fridland
clenrances for Copenhagen, the only
one of the four named ships intercoptod
trying to make that port,

Bir Edward states that Copenhagoen is
practically a base of supplies for the
German army, into which eontrabawnd
is pouring in neutral ships, the major
ity of which do not earry clearance
papers for that port, hut for some
French or British port. The cases of
the four steamers are brought befo o
the prize court by way of tosts,

In British ports, held by the British
authoritics, are thirty-eight other ves
sels, scized under the sume
stances as contraband carriers.
